The Howard Hughes Center money give us the resources to NOT need any 
money from BSS (after we get the money). 

We do, however, still need the contractual rights or maintenance encoachment 
rights (my nomenclature coul;d be screwed-up here) to be able to legally perform 
the maintenance work. 

We are close enough to getting the HHC money to just focus our efforts on 
getting this remaining need addressed. That should eliminatre the arguement, 
put us all on the same side, and allow us to move ahead.
